ENTERPRISING 
reporter 
has been mean enough to 
turn out a story raising the ques­ 
tion whether American diplomats 
abroad should observe the spirit 
of prohibition laws at home. Most 
emphatically it may be said that 
his enterprise is hot appreciated 
by the State Department, the 
White House or the diplomats 
themselves. 
Dr Clarence True Wilson, the 
dry leader, has said that our dip­ 
lomats should not serve intoxicat­ 
ing beverages In their embassies 
and legations and that real loy al 
100-per cent American diplomats 
won’t accept it if offered outside 
their homes. 
But in order to 
make that effective Mr Hoover 
himself would have to do some­ 
thing about it and he Is not ex­ 
pected to do any thing of the sort. 


There may he diplomats who 
rigidly observe the Volstead act 
in other national capitals, but if 
so their secret has not leaked out 
in Washington. The unofficial at­ 
titude of the State Department is 
that they ought to be diplomat# 
first and prohibitionists afterward. 


l^OREIGN diplomats in Wash» 
ingfon are not worried lest 
their diplomatic liquor immunity 
be taken away from them, but 
some of them are annoy ed at the 
thought, 
that 
their truckloads 
from Baltimore may be temporar­ 
ily halted by thè police. There is 
intermittent agitation in Congress 
for elimination of the privilege 
and some irresponsible members 
have 
charged 
that 
diplomatic 
liquor was being bootlegged, but 
any actual change which ■vYould 
shut off the supply Is a quite un­ 
thinkable thing to the diplomats 
themselves. 
One truck was held up and its 
contents unloaded by the police— 
that of the Siamese legation.

those who might have been instru­ 
mental in the act have silice 
sought to duck responsibility for 
the interference. 
“Why on earth did they pick

The growing condition of the 
Indiana wheat crop was reported 
at normal or better by delegates 
to the annual meeing of the Cen­ 
tral States Soft Wheat Growers 
Association held in the offices of 
the Indiana Faim Bureau 
re­ 
cently. Although there is only a 
73 percent normal acreage 
of 
winter wheat in the state it 
is 
expected that the favorable con­ 
dition of the crop at this time 
will tend to produce a normal 
supply which is around 27,000,- 
000 bushels. It was reported that 
the growing crop is progressing 
very satisfactorily in all sections 
of the state. 
In reply to a question 
by a 
member in regard to the opera- 
ion of the wheat pool this sea­ 
son Frank Arn, president, 
re­ 
plied: **We have been pursuing a 
watchful, waiting course pending 
the outcome of proposed national 
egislation to strengthen farm ­ 
ers’ cooperatives. If Congress en­ 
acts helpful legislation soon the 
wheat pool will be forthcoming 
in the special session to convene 
April 15 and the Central States 
Soft Wheat Growers’ Association 
will be a stronger organization 
than in past years.” 
With the exception of last sea­ 
son when the wheat pool was not 
in operation because of the fail­ 
ure of the 19 28 crop in Indiana, 
the association has handled from 
two to four million bushels per 
season in the last 
five 
years. 
There are 19 ,000 members of the 
organization, mostly in Indiana, 
with some in 
eastern 
Illinois 
and western Ohio. This territory 
is very adaptable to the so It red 
winter wheat, producing 
more 
than any other one section 
in 
the United States and Canada. 


The Indiana Farm Bureau es­ 
timates that 75 percent of the 
farm buildings in the state need 
painting. Farm buidlings in In­ 
diana were valued a $426,9 64,324 
in 19 25. This was a second hand 
appraisal value. 
Without paint 
buildings depreciate rapidly. It 
is estimated that 50 percent de­ 
preciation will result in fifteen 
years without 
the 
protection 
that paint affords. This 
means 
an annual depreciation of farm 
buildings in Indiana of over 
$10,- 
000,000. 
With these figures before him 
I. H. Hull, general manager 
of 
the purchasing departm ent 
oi 
the state farm bureau, has de­ 
cided to provide means that will 
enable members 
to 
obtain 
a 
quality product when purchased 
collectively as is provided with 
other farm supplies wherein pat­ 
ronage dividends are refunded at 
the end of the year consisting of 
the net profits. Thus more farm ­ 
ers will be enabled to paint their 
buildings without further delay 
and thereby curtail the rapid de­ 
preciation that is now in 
pro­ 
gress.

Hezekiah stands in Biblical 
history as a roy al and conspicu­ 
ous ex ample of the fact that a 
man may recov er from his mis­ 
takes, and also of the deeper 
truth that a man’s character is 
not alway s to be judged by his 
errors of judgment. 
Assuming that Isaiah’s judg­ 
ment was clear 
and 
sound, 
Hezekiah had been mistaken. 
Isaiah disprov ed of 
H^zekiah’s 
foreign policy , which had had 
the effect of embroiling Israel in 
the quarrels of other 
nations, 
and he had pronounced judg­ 
ments aginst Hezekiah who, as 
we hav e seen in a former lesson, 
while he made strong profession 
of the integrity of his purpose, 
had “ wept sore,” and in recogni­ 
tion of his sincere repentance 
had had fifteen y ears added to 
his life. 
The Situation 
It is necessary for an under­ 
standing of the political and so­ 
cial backgrounds of the* Old Tes­ 
tament prophecies to picture v i­ 
v idly in one’s mind the situation 
of Palestine and its peoples in 
the acient world. 
If one looks at the map, one 
sees how this little country , its 
Inhabitable portion about 
fifty 


miles wide and one hundred and 
ten m iles long, stood in th e very 
.center of contending em pires—a 
buffer state, in m uch the 
sam e 
situation as w as Belgium during 
the recent W orld W ar. The great 
em pires of Egypt on th e south, 
B abylonia on the east, and As- 
synia on conflict; and though the 
center of power shifted later to 
the west w ith th e rise of the G re­ 
cian and R om an em pires, P ales­ 
tine continued to be th e place of 
conflict w here east and west m et, 
w here form erly north and south 
story of how th is division cam e 
had stood in rivalry. 
Not only did this situation con­ 
stitute an 
almost continuous 
menace to the people of Israel, 
but there was the furher dan­ 
ger, 
somewhat 
intensified, 
through the tendency of a people 
thus harried between two foes, 
seek alliance with the contending 
nation that seemed most likely 
to triumph. It was under these 
circumsances the north met here 
in contending that the prophets 
took an almost consistent atti­ 
tude in opposition to what would 
be called today “ entangling al­ 
liances.” 
One must remember that 
at 
the time of these lessons the for­ 
mer Kingdom of Israel was di­ 
v ided into two kingdoms—the 
Northern Kingdom, known as the 
Kingdom of Israel, or the King­ 
dom of the Ten Tribes, and the 
Southern Kingdom of J udah, 
consisting of the two tribes. The

At the tim e of our lesson the 
N orthern K ingdom had just fa l­ 
len under th e assault of Sargon 
II, king of Assynia, who in 722

The result, of course, w as to 
place th e K ingdom of Jud ah and 
its people in danger of m uch th e 
sam e calam ity Jthat h ad over­ 
w helm ed th e N orthern K ingdom . 
It is in these circum stances th a t 
under th e leadership of H ezekiah 
th e nation turns to prayer 
and 
consecration. 
The disaster th a t h as over­ 
w helm ed Israel and th a t is im ­ 
pending for Jud ah is interpreted 
as a jugm ent upon th e sins 
of 
th e people and of th eir forgetful­ 
ness of God. The rem nant th a t 
h as escaped th e devastation 
of 
Sargon is exhorted to turn from 


th e ways of th eir fath ers and to 
repent. 
R epeated in H istory 
It is* a ch apter in history th a t 
h as been repeated 
again 
and 
again. N ations, like individuals, 
in suffering and peril turn inevi­ 
tably to an exam ination of the 
m oral foundations of th eir life. 
It m ay seem a som ew hat cow­ 
ardly process, and we m ay com ­ 
m end ra th e r th e m an or th e na ­ 
tion who in th e fullness of pros­ 
perity and com fort searches th e 
h e a rt and exam ines th e outw ard 
life and strives sim ply as a m at- 
ten of righteousness to m ake 
th a t life w h at it ought to be. 
Possibly th is record, as sim ilar 
records in history, partak es too 
m uch of th a t ancient Israelitish 
philosophy of m oral cause 
and 
effect. As we continue th e study 
of th e prophecies we shall see 
th a t later prophets 
ultim ately 
face his question, and they come 
to ra th e r 
a new 
view point 
in 
w hich th e sufferings of a people 
are not all attrib utab le to m oral 
lapse or disregard of God, b ut in 
w hich th e very saints them selves 
are called upon by G 
0 4 to fulfill 
th e ir destiny and his purpose in 
suffering even as Jesus fulfilled 
th e purposes of God in Calvary. 
T his stage of prophetic te ac h ­ 
ing and th is conception of na ­ 
tional events ought to be consid­ 
ered in th e ligh t of th e 
deeper 
and larger view of th e later 
prophecies.

DEPARTMENT OP 
AGRICULTURE 


The growing condition of the 


Indiana wheat crop was reported 
at normal or better by delegates 
to the annual meeing of the Cen- 
tral States Soft Wheat Growers1 
Association hel'd in the offices of 
the Indiana Farm Bureau re- 
cently. Although there is only a 
73 percent normal acreage of 
winter wheat in the state it is 
expected that the favorable con- 
dition of the crpp at this time 
will tend to produce a normal 
supply which is around 27,000,- 
000 bushels. It was reported that 
,he growing crop is progressing 
very satisfactorily in all sections 
of the state. 


In reply to a question by a 


member in regard to the opera- 
tion of the wheat pool this sea- 
son Frank Afh, president, 
re- 


3lied: -We have been pursuing a 
vatchful, waiting course pending 
;he outcome of proposed national 
egislation tp strengthen farrn- 
:rs' cooperatives. If Congress en- 
acts helpful legislation soon the 
wheat pool will be forthcoming 
n the special session to convene 
April 15 and the Central States 
Soft Wheat Growers' Association 
will be a stronger organization 
than in past years." 


With the exception of last sea- 


son when the wheat pool was run, 
11 operation because of the fail- 
ure of the 1928 crop in Indiana, 
the association has handled from 
two to four million bushels per 
season in the last 
five 
years. 


There are 19,000 members of the 
organization, mostly in Indiana, 
with some in 
eastern Illinois 


and western Ohio. This territory 
is very adaptable to the soft red 
winter wheat, producing more 
than any other one section in 
the United States and Canada. 


The Indiana Farm Bureau es- 


timates that 75 percent of the 
farm buildings in the state need 
painting. Farm buidlings in In- 
diana were valued a $426,964,324 
in 1925. This was a second hand 
appraisal value. Without paint 
buildings depreciate rapidly. It 
is estimated that 50 percent de- 
preciation will result in fifteen 
years without 
the • protection 


that paint affords. This means 
an annual depreciation of farm 
buildings in Indiana1 of over $10.- 
000,000.

to be is probably well known to 
all Bible students, but it will b2 
found in I Kings, chapter 12. 


At the time of our lesson the 


Northern Kingdom had just fal- 
len under the assault of Sargon 
II, king of Assynia^ who in 722 
destroyed this kingdom and car- 
ried many of its people off into 
captivity. 
This kingdom was 


never restored, and it is to this 
event that reference is made in 
speaking of the "lost ten tribes 
of Israel." 


The positions of Hezekiah and 


the prophecies relating to his 
kingdom must be understood xin 
relation to these events. , He was 
king of the Southern Kingdom — 
the Kingdom of Judah. And 
against the prophet's counsel he 
had made alliance wi'th Egypt 
against Assynia:

It is*a chapter in history that 


has been repeated again and 
again.
